@ newspaper published in the inter- 
ests of the Nationalist party, in its 
issue of Sunday publishes a forecast 
of German proposals to Italy, which 
reads as follows: 

“Before the end of February, 
Prince von Buelow, the German Am- 
bassador to Italy, will present to the 
Italian Government a concrete pro- 
posal for Italian participation in the 
war on the side of Germany. , This 
consists of the cession by Austria of 
the Province of Trent and the rectifi- 
cation of the eastern Italian frontier 
by the addition of a strip of land go- 
ing as far as the Isonzo river. In 
addition, Germany will pledge herself 
to conclude a new treaty with Italy 
which will afford protection to Italy’s 
Mediterranean interests. 

“In exchange, Italy is to take part 
at once in the war. She will occupy 
Tunis and help Turkey drive the Brit- 
| ish from Egypt, which will return un- 
der the dominion of the Sultan’ of 
Turkey. In addition, the Italian fleet 
| will attack the Anglo-French naval 
forces in the Mediterranean.”

London Datly News Correspondent 
Says Von Hindenburg’s Lightning 
Move In East Prussie.Has Result- 
ed In Germans Reing Badly Divid- 
ed—Fierce Artillery Duel Report- 
‘ed at Ypres. 


LONDON, Feb. 16.—Coniticting re- 
ports come from tbe astern front. 
The Germans claim that Prussta and 


Bukowina are now cleared of the 
enemy and that Austro-Hungarian 
forces have entered the capital of 
Bukowina. On the other band the 
Russians, while adicittimg a retire~ 
ment to the East Prussian frontier, 
are apparently .atisfied with the 
trend of operation. 

Mr. Frederick Renaet, Petrograd 
correspondent of The “ondon Daily 
News, in a special des»atch says: 

“Since «ho great German forces 
brought their last concerted sweeping 
movement across East Prussia to the 
borders of Russia the conditions fac- 
ing them have imposed a radical 
change in their tactics. The central 
aim of the operations was very clear- 
ly defined up to the point when the 
Russians succeeded in drawing out 
from the gap between swift moving 
columns of the enemy north and 
south which were beginning to pass 
beyond them on both flanks. The Ger- 
mans now find that tuey have still to 
fight combinations of Russian col- 
umns inside the fringe 0% Russia and 
in the bare, thinly populated plains 
of northeast Poland. The determined 
fight that the Russians have main- 


tained at an angle between Russia | 


and Poland along the lime of Lyck 
Grajevo where they still hold the as- 
cendency, bas prevented co-ordination 
of attack by the German army that 
crossed eastwards on tiie borders of 
Poland, and its northern partner 
which is now held up against the Rus- 
sian defences on the Nieman. 

This arrest of the German combin- 
ation has led to a noticeable scatter- 
ing of their operations.

Alientst Will Examine Girl Who Slew 


Charles A. Massey. 

TORONTO, Feb, 16. “We find 
that Charles A, Massey ‘came to his 
death on Feb. 8, 1915, as a result of 
a pistol shot which we, the jury, be- 
lieve was fired by Carrie Davies, and 
that the aforesaid Carrie Davies did 
feloniously and with malice afore- 
thought kill and slay the said Charles 
A. Massey.” 

The above was the verdict reached 
by Chief Coroner Jolnson'’s jury at 
the morgue last night in the inquiry 
into the Walmer road tragedy on 
Feb. 8. Some evidence of the girl’s 
condition and history was submitted, 
but Dr. Johnson told the jury that it 
was not for them to consider it. He 
afterwards said that the girl would 
be examined by an alienist as to ber 
mental condition. ‘‘The Gcvernment 
will see fit to inquire into her mental 
condition,” be declared, ‘‘and largely 
upon the findings of that investiga- 
tion depends whether Carrie Davies 
will be tried for murde:.”

Witb ice cream the more fat there 
in the formula the lower the speci! 
beat. Accordingly a very fat crea 
will not taste disagreeably cold at fir 
but a spoonful of fce cream in tl 
mouth will maintain its cold. tas 
longer ‘Thus the cold taste can be co 
trolled by the amount of fat used.

Atter a number 
of heart-searching questions suggest- 
ed by his text, the speaker called at- 
tention to the reasonableness of the 
Divine requirement as stated in his 
text, and declared that our Creator 


could not justly or with self-respect, 


ask less than this of His creatures 
who would enjoy His favor. The in- 
terests of all demand that these 
principles be required of every crea: 


ture worthy of eternal life. Whoever, 


fails to come up to these conditions 


would thus evidence his unworthi-, 


ness of Jife everlasting. His pro- 
longed eXistence would merely be a 
prospering of sin and a menace to 
the happiness and righteousness o! 
others. 

The Pastor then noted the natura) 
division of his text into three parts 
and discussed these in order, He 
showed that the requirement of jus- 
tice in all our dealings commends 
itself to every rational mind, and in- 
cludes the whole Law of God. It 
is but just that we should recognize 
our Creator first, and render obedi- 
ence to all His righteous require- 
ments that make for our own happl- 


ness and that of others. It is alse 
but right that we should recognize 
the rights of others, as we would 


have them recognize our rights. 
Begin at Home. 

The Golden Rule, he declared, is 
the barest of justice. Not a hair's 
breadth less would come within the 
requirements of his text. He sug- 
gested that each one criticize his own 
words and deeds toward parents, 
brothers, sisters, husband, wife, and 
consider whether he treats those whc 
are near and dear to him according 
to the standards of justice. Do we 
do toward them as we would have 
them do toward us? If not, let us— 
after making a beginning with the 
Lord, striving to render to Him our 
homage and obedience—closely scru- 
tinize every word and act of the 
home life and see to what extent 
these can be made more nearly just. 
The majority of people, he feels 
sure, will be surprised to know how 
unjust they have been to those who 
are of the nearest and dearest of 
fleshly relationships.

Simple Justice—Nothing More, 

Should any one begin to see that 
what God requires of us is much be- 
yond what the majority have been 
rendering, and should declare that 
it would be impossible to live fully 
up to that standard, the Pastor 
would agree with him. As St, Paul 
says, ‘‘We cannot do the things that 
we would.’’ The Scriptures again 
agree and declare, ‘‘There is none 
righteous, no, not one, All have 
sinned and come short of the glory 
of God." 

He then showed that because we 
are unable to live up to even our 
own conceptions and standards of 
justice we are not to abandon those 
standards. On the contrary, to ignore 
our best idealg of justice would be 
to permit the wnward tendencies 
of our depraved natures to carry us 
further and further from God and 
the standards of character which He 
approves. We should do nothing less 
than our very best to live up to our 
own ideals and to raise those ideals 
as nearly as possible to the Divine 
standard.

the unaesthetic. 

General anaesthesia is particular 
dangerous to persons suffering fro 
myocardial changes, a condition whi 
does not permit of ready recognitio 
For this reason the simple test su 
gested by Dr. W. A. Schtange will | 
welcome by the anaesthetist if exten 
ed experience should verify the doctor 
assertions. 

The test is based on the fact that 
healthy person can suspend breathir 
from thirty to forty seconds. This, tl 
author states, depends not on the lur 
capacity, but on the vigor of the hea 
muscle. In persons with weak hear 
the time Is shortened to twenty « 
even ten seconds. The patient, seate 
in a chair, is told to take a moderate! 
deep inspiration and with the moui 
closed to hold his breath as long as t 
can, The shorter the time the patie: 
can suspend breathing the greater tt 
danger of an anaesthetic, the latter b 
ing contraindicated if the time is le 
than twenty seconds.—New York Med

be allowed to get a hold on the prem- 
ises. <A third step is the selection, of 
stock that is known to be large and 
Vigorous. Nothing is to be left to 
chance, but every detail must be care- 
fully managed, and then there is a cer. 
tainty of success, for the fowls are 
hardy and their food requirements sim- 
ple and cheap. 


A plant should not be started with | 


less than an acre. This is sufficient 
to hande 500 ducks, and if more are 
desired a Ittle more land should be 
used for range and pasture. Swim- 
ming ponds are not essential and, in 
fact, may be considered a detriment, 
but it is best to have troughs and keep 
them supplied with fresh 
drinking and splashing. 
feed largely on green material, calling 
for very little grain. their feeding ts 
not expensive considering their rapid 
xrowth into marketable poultry. The 
main food required outside of pasture 
is a soft ration of mill stuffs, such as 
middiings. When it comes to fatten- 
ing time they can be forced by adding 
ground corn to the diet. This grain is 
only needed once a day, The mesh 
should be given twice a day, and there 
needs to be a supply of green food such 
as clover, cabbage, ete., at all times, 
but this can be of'the most tnexpen- 
sive sort. 

Housekeepers may look with satis- 
faction on this new move to increase 
the supply of wholesome poultry. 
Duck meat at 20 cents 42 ponnd fs not 
an extravagance, and it 
compures favorably avith beef. This 
class of poultry might easily be raised 


| in such quantities that ft would sell 


for 10 cents a pound, and breeders 
owning a few acres of land for range 
and the production of feed would find 
the business profitable at much lower 
prices thun those how prevailing.

Regard to Nutritive Values. 





ECONOMY IN MENU MAKING. 





At This Time it is Especially Useful 
to Know How to Serve Inexpensive 
Foods to the Best Advantage—Many 
Useful Substitutes For Meat.

Dinner, the heaviest meal of the day, 
usually hus a meat or fish dish as its 
principal jtem, with vegetables and 
bread and butter and perhaps a relish, 


' such as jelly, to accompany it and a 


sweet dessert to “top off with.” If the 
rest of her dinner is lighter or simpler 
than usual a good manager often finds 
it worth while to let a soup precede 
the meat. This adds to the attractive- 
ness of the meal and need not mean 
much extra work. Unless it is a thick 
broth or is made with milk, the soup 
has little nutritive value, but it is 
usually relished, especially in cold 
weather, and is ofteu un econumical 
way of using up jeftovers. The serv 
ing of a little soup as an appetizer for 
the first course of dinner is a common 
custom {in homes where somewhat 
elaborate meals ure the rule. 


Piecing Out the Meat Course. 

A way of piecing oct a very simple 
meat course is to inuke the vesetubles 
especially attractive aud mere nutri 
tious, perbaps serving esculoped poti 
toes, which have milk and butter add 
ed, or macaroni and cheese tustend of

Dried beans, peas, cowpeas and. lén- 
tils contain a good deal of nitrogenous 
material as well as starch and can be 
used with economy to lessen the 
amount of meat. Thus the old custom 
of serving baked beans, peas and ba: 
con and similar dishes as the heavy 
dish of a meal is justified on the 
ground of nutritive value. 


Serving the Desserts. 

The custom of finishing dinner with 
& sweet dessert 1s almost universal in 
this country anii is, on the whole, a 
reasonable one. Badly cooked pastries 
and puddings very often cause (iges- 
tive disturbance, but the simpler kinds 
properly made are wholesome and are 
fairly nutritious, and fruits, fresh, 
dried or cooked, and nuts are always 
in order and easy to serve. The des- 
serts that require much time and labor 


to prepare are usually not worth wiile |

Test Your Seed 


Test your seed for vitality, 
ed is not always as 
gocd as it looks. For example, 
oats, quite normal in appearance 
and weight, may be so badly 
damaged by frost that their 
value for sced is completely 
destroyed. If you have any 
doubt as to the quality of your 
seed a sample may be sent free 
to the seed laboratory at Ottawa, 
or Calgary, for test. But in 
most cases this simple test will 
prove sufficient: — 

Take a saucer and two pieces 
of blotting paper. Place seed 
between blotting papers. Keep 
moist and in a warm place. 
In a few days, you will be able 
to see whether the vitality is 
there. Neglect to test your seed 
may viean the loss of crop.
